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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


To  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Stockton-on-Tees. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1945,  which  sets  out,  in  some  detail,  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  Borough  and  indicates,  broadly,  the  health  trends 
during  the  year  in  question. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  during  1945  was,  on  the  whole, 
satisfactory.  Infectious  disease  was  of  low  incidence,  the 
number  of  notified  cases  falling  to  754,  as  compared  with 
1,137  in  1944.  For  the  first  time  since  1933  no  deaths 
occurred  among  Stockton  residents  from  Diphtheria  although 
there  were  three  deaths  from  this  cause  at  the  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pital  among  patients  admitted  from  outside  districts.  None 
of  these  patients  had  been  immunised.  One  is  reluctant  to 
ascribe  Stockton’s  good  record  in  this  respect  to  the  immun¬ 
isation  campaign  but  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  latter  has  played  an  important  part  in  reducing  mortality 
and  morbidity  from  this  disease.  General  health  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  g'ood  and  full  employment  and  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  standard  of  nutrition  have  no  doubt  played  their 
part.  There  is,  however,  widespread  evidence  that  the  cum¬ 
ulative  deprivations  of  the  war  years,  the  monotony  of  our 
diet  and  the  complicated  nature  of  our  day-to-day  existence, 
have  produced  a  state  of  mental  and  physical  weariness  re¬ 
sulting  in  an  increase  in  minor  ill-health  and  debility. 

It  is  a  pleasing  duty  to  record  that  the  infantile  mort¬ 
ality  rate  fell  from  67  per  lOOO  live  births  in  1944,  to  53 
during  1945.  This  appears  to  have  been  due  to  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  prematurity  and  of  respiratory 
diseases.  Although  this  favourable  result  Is  no  cause  for 
complacency  it  is,  perhaps,  a  happy  augury  for  the  future 
when,  as  a  result  of  improved  housing,  better  nutrition 
and  a  higher  standard  of  mothercraft  and  child  care  generally, 
the  rate  may  well  be  expected  to  stabilise  itself  at  some¬ 
where  between  40  and  50  per  1000  as  has  already  been  the 
case  in  certain  more  favoured  parts  of  the  country. 

During  the  year  a  complete  Housing  Survey  was  carried 
out  in  the  Borough  by  the  Health  Department  and  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  findings  is  included  in  this  report.  This  shows, 
clearly,  the  deterioration  in  the  overcrowding  position  during 
the  war  years  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  energetic  policy  of  the 
Council  in  the  provision  of  new  houses  will,  before  long,  bring 
about  a  marked  improvement. 
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The  extensions  to  the  Robson  Maternity  Home  were 
completed  in  December  1945  and  added  a  further  6  beds, 
bringing  the  total  up  to  21.  This  extra  accommodation  is 
very  welcome  and  will  help  to  bridge  the  gap  pending  the 
erection  of  a  new  Maternity  Home  of  adequate  size  which 
will,  no  doubt,  form  part  of  the  new  hospital  provision  to  be 
made  under  impending  Health  Services  legislation. 

Our  Day  Nurseries  continued  to  flourish  during  1945  and 
have  become  a  recognised  and  valued  part  of  the  health  ser¬ 
vices.  There  are,  I  am  sure,  many  children  in  the  Borough 
who,  were  it  not  for  the  Nurseries,  would,  be  deprived  of 
that  care  and  nurture  so  essential  to  their  sound  develop¬ 
ment  and,  until  family  life  settles  down  once  again  to  a  decent 
level,  the  Nurseries  have  an  essential  part  to  play  in  the 
transition  from  war  to  peace. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  Health  Centre  at 
Woodlands  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
but  difficulties  of  staffing  and  the  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials  have  delayed  the  commencement  of  this  work.  It 
is  hoped  that  it  will  shortly  be  possible  to  proceed  with  this 
vital  reorganisation  of  the  health  services  of  the  town. 

We  are  living  in  an  era  of  great  changes  in  which  the 
health  services  of  the  country  are  concerned  and,  before  long, 
a  National  Health  Services  Act  will  be  on  the  Statute  Book. 
This  will  have  a  profound  effect  on  Local  Authority  health 
services  and  may  mean  the  loss  of  long-held  powers  by  many 
of  the  so-called  “minor’’  authorities.  This  is,  no  doubt, 
regrettable  in  view  of  the  long  and  honourable  part  they  have 
played  in  promoting  the  health  of  the  people  since  the  turn 
of  the  century.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that  great  oppor¬ 
tunities  will  offer  themselves  in  the  future  and  that  there 
will  be  a  part  for  all  of  us  to  play  in  the  continued  fight 
against  ill-health  and  disease  and  in  the  promotion  of  health 
as  a  positive  factor  in  human  happines^s. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of 
the  Health  Department  for  the  valuable  work  which  they 
have  done  during  the  year  and  to  the  Health  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committees  for  their  sympathetic  help  and 
encouragement.

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  fell  con¬ 
siderably  below  the  high  figure  for  1944,  but  the  rate  of  19.96 
is  slightly  higher  than  the  average  rates  for  the  years  1931-40 
and  slightly  lower  than  the  average  rate  for  the  five-year 
period  1941-45.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
the  year  1945  was  16.1  and  that  for  the  126  County  Boroughs 
and  Great  Towns  was  19.1. 

Unfortunately  the  still-birth  rate  shows  a  sharp  rise  on 
last  year’s  very  favourable  rate.  It  is  higher  than  the  average 
rate  for  the  five-year  period  1941-45  which  was  31.22  but 
both  rates  are  considerably  below  the  average  rates  for  the 
quinquennial  periods  1936-40  and  1931-35  when  a  rate  of  39 
was  reeorded  in  eaeh  period. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
practically  the  same  as  the  number  for  1944,  the  rate  being 
slightly  lower.  The  rate  of  13.00  for  1945  is  praetieally  the 
same  as  the  average  rate  for  the  five-year  period  1941-45, 
which  was  13.08,  but  higher  than  the  rates  for  the  two  pre¬ 
ceding  five-year  periods  when  rates  of  12.50  and  12.47  were 
recorded.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns,  during  1945,  were  11.4 
and  13.5  respectively. 
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It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  a  reduction 
in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  from  67  to  53  per  1000  live 
births.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  that  has  been  recorded  in 
the  Borough  since  1938  when  the  rate  was  52.  The  corres¬ 
ponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  126  County 
Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  were  46  and  54  respectively. 

Four  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  from  mat¬ 
ernal  causes,  giving  a  maternal  death-rate  of  2.94  per  1000 
total  births,  compared  with  two  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.28 
for  the  year  1944.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1945  w^as  1.79. 

The  following  table  shows  the  averag'e  annual  Birth¬ 
rates,  Death-rates,  and  Infantile  Mortality  rates  for  five-year 
periods  from  1901  to  1945,  for  Stockton-on-Tees  and  England

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  three  prin¬ 
cipal  causes  of  death  account  for  no  less  than  53%  of  the  total 
deaths  registered.  Heart  disease  and  Cancer,  the  two  prin¬ 
cipal  causes,  show  a  steadily  increasing  total  each  year, 
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corresponding  to  the  increasing  average  age  of  the  population. 
The  more  accurate  diagnosis  of  cancer  during  recent  years, 
has  probaly  also  tended  to  increase  this  figure. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water.  The  Borough  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Tees 
Valley  Water  Board.  This  supply  has  its  source  in  upland 
gathering  grounds  near  which  it  is  impounded  in  extensive 
reservoirs.  The  supply  is  of  good  quality,  is  constant  and 
abundant.  In  all  cases  the  supply  is  direct  to  the.  house. 

The  following  information  in  regard  to  the  water  supply 
has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  T.  S.  R.  Winter,  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  : — 

“  The  supply  of  your  area  has  been  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.” 

“  No  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  raw 
water.  Water  going  into  supply  is  treated  with 
ammonia  and  chlorine.  1,820  bacteriological  samples  per 
annum  are  taken  and  examined  in  the  Board’s  own  labor¬ 
atory  ;  in  addition,  52  samples  per  annum  are  examined 
by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory.” 

“  Presumptive  b.  Coli  has  been  absent  in  100  rn.l.  in 
practically  every  case  after  treatment.” 

“  There  is  no  plumbo  solvent  action  and  lead  has  not 
been  found  in  any  of  the  chemical  analyses.” 

“  The  supply  is  chlorinated  after  treatment,  and  a 
slight  residual  of  chlorine  is  maintained  throughout  the 
system.  New  mains  are  sterilized  and  satisfactory  bac¬ 
teriological  samples  are  obtained  before  the  mains  are  put 
into  service.  All  water  leaving  open  service  reservoirs 
is  re-chlorinated  before  going  into  supply.” 

The  following  is  an  average  of  the  results  obtained  by 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  Lartington 
Gravitation  Supply  by  the  Water  Board  during  1945  : —

Observations. 

This  water  is  bright  and  clear,  but  has  a  heavy  colour 
usual  in  this  supply,  due  to  the  presence  of  organic  matter 
in  solution.  It  is  soft  and  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or 
mineral  matter,  except  for  a  negligible  trace  of  iron,  it  con¬ 
tains  no  metals,  it  is  of  satisfactory  bacterial  standard.  These 
results  conform  to  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply,  suitable  for 
public  use., 

One  sample  of  this  supply  was  taken  from  a  tap  in  the 
Borough  and  sent  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis 
by  the  Health  Department,  during  1945.  The  result  was  as

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Observ'ations. 


The  chemical  composition  of  this  sample  is  normal  for 
the  supply,  and  it  discloses  no  excessive  amounts  of  nitro¬ 
genous  constituents,  and  freedom  from  pollution  is  shown 
by  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination.  The  micro¬ 
scopical  examination  indicates  the  presence  of  matters  derived 
from  the  surface,  but  of  no  hygienic  significance.  The  sample 
is  of  good  and  wholesome  quality  for  human  consumption. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  crude  sewage  of  the  Borough 
is  discharged  into  the  River  Tees  without  treatment. 

Closet  Accommodation.  No  house  in  the  Borough  within 
a  reasonable  distance  of  a  sewer  is  now  without  a  water 
closet. 

Slaughterhouses.  Only  two  of  the  22  slaughterhouses  in 
the  Borough  are  now  in  use  and  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  seven  offensive  trades  in 
the  Borough,  consisting  of  one  fellmonger,  one  gutscraper 
and  five  tripe  dressers.  Generally  speaking  they  are  oper¬ 
ated  in  a  satisfactory  manner  considering  the  inadequate 
premises  and  equipment  used. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  two  common 
lodging  houses  in  the  Borough  providing  accommodation  for 
58  men  lodgers.  Regular  inspections  of  these  premises  are 
carried  out. 


Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Infestation  Order,  1943. — A  Rodent  Officer  was  appointed 
in  February,  1945.  Since  that  time  he  has  worked  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  dealing  with  com¬ 
plaints  received  and  carrying  out  surveys  and  treatment  of 
blocks  of  infested  premises  in  the  Borough.  The  Corporation 
refuse  tips  have  also  been  given  regular  treatment,  and  sewer 
treatment  has  been  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  block 
control.  In  all  cases  the  Ministry  of  Food  method  of  treat¬ 
ment  has  been  used.  The  following  figures  indicate  the  work

Repair  of  Houses  (Housing  Act,  1936,  s.  9,  and  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  2871).  During  the  year  87  inspections 
were  made  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  Notices  were  served 
in  each  case. 

714  Preliminary  Notices  and  239  Statutory  Notices  were 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  71  Notices  were  outstanding. 

Work  under  the  Public  Health  Act  was  greatly  increased 
during  the  year  by  complaints  received  due  to  damage  caused 
by  the  severe  frost  in  January.  The  plumbers  in  Stockton, 
wTo  were  very  much  understafifed  due  to  many  of  their 
employees  being  in  the  Services,  had  great  difficulty  in  keep¬ 
ing  pace  with  the  work  required  and  it  was  only  by  the  end 
of  the  year  that  the  bulk  of  the  work  had  been  dealt  with. 
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Taking  into  account  this  staff  shortage,  the  plumbers  tackled 
the  job  in  a  splendid  manner,  and  used  great  discretion  in 
giving  priority  to  certain  urgent  work.  Without  exception 
they  co-operated  with  requests  of  the  Inspectors  for  any 
priority  work. 

Housing  Survey. — In  March,  1945,  the  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  gave  instructions  for  a  survey  to  be  made  of  the  hous¬ 
ing  requirements  of  the  Borough,  with  special  relation  to  the 
incidence  of  overcrowding,  with  a  view  to  fixing',  as  accurately 
as  possible,  the  number  of  houses  to  be  provided  in  their  post¬ 
war  housing  programme.  Four  temporary  clerks  were, 
according'ly,  appointed  in  April,  1945,  and  were  employed  on 
this  survey  until  30th  November,  1945.  For  a  period  of  one 
month  during  this  time,  all  four  personnel  were  loaned  to  the 
Housing  Manag'er  for  the  purpose  of  revision  of  his  Housing 
Register.  On  1st  December,  1945,  the  services  of  three  of  the 
clerks  were  dispensed  with,  the  fourth  being  retained  until 
9th  February,  1946,  to  help  to  complete  the  survey. 

The  method  of  taking  the  census  was  mainly  by  personal 
visitation  and  13,730  houses  were  thus  dealt  with.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  3,000  questionnaires  of  a  suitable  nature  were  sent  out 
to  certain  areas  where  it  was  known,  from  experience,  that 
overcrowding  was  not  to  be  expected.  The  total  number  of 
houses  covered,  therefore,  was  16,730. 

In  general,  the  procedure  adopted  was  siiriilar  to  that 
used  in  the  statutory  survey  carried  out  by  the  Heath  De¬ 
partment  under  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  but  the  scope  of  the 
present  survey  was  wider  and  included  a  survey  of  amenity 
standards,  including  water  supply,  cooking  facilities,  food 
storage,  washing  facilities,  etc.,  and  also  covered  houses  not 
overcrowded  but  which  were  occupied  by  more  than  one 
family. 

A  summary  of  the  results  obtained  by  the  Housing

This  statement  raises  the  question  of  sub-standard  hous¬ 
ing  in  the  Borough  and  the  re-housing  figure  named  (2,300) 
does  not  take  this  matter  into  consideration.  The  obsol¬ 
escence  factor  is  also  excluded  and  a  separate  survey  will  be 
necessary  in  due  course.  It  is  felt  that  it  is  unlikely  that  any 
slum  clearance  will  be  undertaken  during  the  next  five  years 
at  least  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  Council  will  probably 
have  sufficient  new  building  work  in  hand  to  occupy  these 
intervening  years.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


Milk  Supply.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were,  on  the 
Register  of  Dairymen  : — 

22  Cowkeepers  and 

65  Wholesale  and  Retail  Dairymen. 

Most  of  the  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  is  handled  by 
seven  principal  dairymen  and  in  almost  every  case  it  is  either 
pasteurised  or  “heat  treated”  before  delivery  to  the  consumer. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. — 116  samples  of 
milk  were  taken  during  the  year  as  follows  : — 

18  pasteurised  ; 

37  heat  treated  (not  pasteurised)  ; 

51  from  producers  in  the  Borough  ; 

10  from  dairymen. 

Five  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  had  total  bacterial 
counts  in  excess  of  the  legal  standard.  These  were  taken 
from  a  plant  which  was,  during  the  year,  replaced  by  a 
modern  H.T.S.T.  plant.  Since  the  installation  of  the  new 
plant  all  samples  from  this  source  have  complied  with  the 
standard. 

Regular  samples  of  milk  treated  by  the  two  heat  treat¬ 
ment  plants  in  the  Borough  were  sent  for  examination  and 
several  of  the  samples  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue 
and  phosphatase  tests.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each 
case.,  These  plants  are  old  and  one  dairyman  has  now  in¬ 
stalled  a  new  apparatus,  whilst  another  has  new  equipment 
on  order  and  is  awaiting  early  delivery. 

The  samples  taken  from  producers  in  the  Borough  were 
generally  satisfactory.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each 
case  where  bacillus  coli  was  present  in  the  samples,  or  if  any 
sample  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  test. 

Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk. — 61  samples  were  examined  for 
the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  organism  was  found 
in  one  case.  This  was  in  a  sample  taken  from  a  farm  in  the 
Borough  and  the  cow  was  eventually  isolated  and  slaughtered.

— One  Pasteuriser’s  Licence,  three  Dealers’  Licences  to  sell 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  two  Dealers’  Licences  to  sell

Food  &  Drugs  Acil:,  1938.  During  the  year  161  samples 
of  food  were  sent  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst.  These 
samples  included  milk,  shellfish  and  a  varied  assortment  of 
pre-packed  commodities  such  as  cake  and  bun  flour,  sauces, 
flavouring,  pudding  mixtures,  etc.  One  sample  of  milk  was 
found  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat  and,  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Analyst,  a  further  sample  was  taken  which  was 
found  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  Two  samples  of  jam  were 
found  to  be  deficient  in  fruit  content,  and  these  results  were 
reported  to  the  Divisional  Enforcement  Officer  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Food.  vSeveral  samples  of  baking  powder  were  found 
to  be  deficient  in  C.O.2.,  and  samples  of  bun  and  cake  mix¬ 
ture  were  badly  infested  by  mites.  These  results  were,  in  all 
cases,  discovered  amongst  old  stock,  and,  in  each  case,  the 
shop-keeper  surrendered  the  remainder  of  the  doubtful  com¬ 
modity.  Several  samples  of  mussels  and  periwinkles  were 
taken  from  stalls  in  the  market,  and  it  was  found  that  sup¬ 
plies  were  coming  from  two  contaminated  beds.  The 
necessary  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Shell¬ 
fish)  Regulations,  and  these  results  were  reported  to  the 
authorities  of  the  districts  concerned.  In  one  case  a  sewer 
leak  was  discovered  which  was  evidently  causing  the  con¬ 
tamination.  Since  taking  the  samples,  no  further  supplies 
have  been  received  from  these  sources. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts, — Regular  inspections  of  the 
cattle  market  were  made  during  the  two  sale  days  in  each 
week. 

During  the  year  610  licences  were  issued  for  the  move¬ 
ment  of  3,111  pigs. 

Three  cases  of  suspected  swine  fever  were  notified  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  One  of  these  was 
confirmed.  This  was  discovered  by  one  of  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spectors  in  a  batch  of  pigs  sent  in  from  outside  the  Borough 
for  slaughter. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was 
754,  a  considerable  reduction  on  the  figure  for  1944,  when 
1,137  notifications  were  received.  After  correction,  the 
number  of  notifications  was  reduced  to  709.  This  wide 
lluctuation  m  the  number  of  notifications  received,  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  notifications  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough,  which  periodically  reach  epidemic  proportions.

Scarlet  Fever. — There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  incid¬ 
ence  of  this  disease  during  the  year,  but  once  again  there 
were  no  deaths. 


Diphthe  ria.— 87  notifications  of  the  disease  were  received 
during  the  year,  but  after  correction  they  were  reduced  to 
48,  which  is  two  less  than  the  corrected  number  for  1944. 
For  the  first  time  since  1933,  there  were  no  deaths  from 
diphtheria.  Since  1942  the  death  rate  has  fallen  each  year, 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  strenuous  efforts  made  during 
these  years  to  increase  the  number  of  children  protected  by 
immunisation,  are  now  having  the  desired  effect  on  the  incid¬ 
ence  and  severity  of  the  disease.  Of  the  40  confirmed  cases 
of  diphtheria  in  children  under  15  years,  20  had  been  immun¬ 
ised.  The  case-rate  per  1000  of  the  population  for  the  year 
Vvas  0.73,  compared  with  0.77,  the  rate  for  the  year  1944  and 
with  0.52,  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  126  County  Boroughs 
and  Great  Towns. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. — The  weekly  immun¬ 
isation  clinic  and  the  immunisation  facilities  provided  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres  were  continued  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  press  advertising  and  distribution  of  pub¬ 
licity  material,  the  attention  of  parents  is  called  to  the  need 
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for  immunisation  by  means  of  a  birthday  card  on  the  child’s 
first  birthday,  and  this  is  followed  by  a  yisit  from  a  Health 
Visitor.  Excellent  results  haye  been  achieved  during  the 
year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated  that  45.91%  of  the 
children  ag'ed  1  to  4  years  and  71.11%  of  the  children  on  the 
school  rolls  were  immunised,  a  total  of  63.31%  of  the  child 
population  between  1  and  15  years  of  age. 

Erysipelas. — Since  1941,  when  there  were  51  cases,  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  has  been  consistently  low,  but  dur¬ 
ing  1945  the  number  of  cases  notihed  increased  to  27  from  the 
yery  low  figure  of  14  notihcations,  receiyed  during  1944. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. — ^Measles  was  preyalent 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  only  three  of  the  372 
cases  notified  occurring'  in  the  2nd  half.  The  number  of 
notihcations  of  whooping  cough,  at  64,  showed  a  considerable 
reduction  on  the  hgures  for  1944  and  1943,  when  144  and  235 
cases  respectiyely,  were  notihed. 

Three  cases  of  measles  and  one  of  whooping'  cough  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment  during  the 
year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  during  the  year,  but 
two  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  whooping*  cough. 

All  cases  of  these  diseases  are  yisited  by  nurses  from  the 
District  Nursing  Association  (as  well  as  cases  of  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ery¬ 
sipelas  and  Pneumonia)  under  an  agreement  with  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  Nursing'  assistance  and  adyice  is  giyen  where 
necessary. 

Pneumonia. — The  number  of  notihcations  of  this  disease 
during  the  year,  36,  was  a  record  low  figure.  In  no  other 
year  since  the  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysen¬ 
tery,  etc.)  Regulations  come  into  operation  in  1919,  has  the 
number  of  notihcations  fallen  below  70. 

The  deaths  attributable  to  this  disease,  which  headed  the 
list  of  causes  of  death  during  the  hye-year  period  1921-5 
with  an  ayerage  of  125.4  deaths,  has  shown  a  considerable 
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improvement  during  each  succeeding  five-year  period,  the 
yearly  average  being  as  follows  : —

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  remarkable  reduction  in  the 
death  rate  from  pneumonia  is  attributable  to  a  large  extent  to 
the  new  drugs  which  are  now  available  for  the  treatment  of 
the  disease. 

InOisenza. — ^Only  five  deaths  were  registered  during  the 
year  as  being  due  to  this  disease.  The  death-rate  for  the 
year  was  0.07  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  0.08, 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  and  0.07  the  rate  for  the 
126  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  hospital  provides  accommodation  for  cases  of  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  Borough,  the  Billingham 
Urban  District,  the  Stockton  Rural  District,  and  for  cases 
occurring  among  the  personnel  of  H.M.  Forces  who  are 
billeted  in  the  district. 

The  hospital  is  recognised  as  a  training  school  for  Fever 
Nurses.  During  1945,  8  nurses  sat  for  the  Fever  Nurses  Ex¬ 
amination.  7  were  successful — 5  preliminaries  and  2  finals. 

During  the  year  1945,  432  patients  were  admitted,  com¬ 
pared  with  509  during  1944. 
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The  admissions  to  the  Hospital  from  the  different  dis¬ 
tricts  catered  for,  is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

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Verminous  Conditions. 


Heeilth  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  continued  to  devote  a 
good  deal  of  attention  to  this  work.  All  cases  of  verminous 
conditions  found  at  routine  medical  inspection  and  at  the 
frequent  inspections  carried  out  at  schools  by  the  School 
Nurses,  are'  referred  to  the  Health  Visitors  wdio  visit  the 
affected  families  and  advise  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  the 
other  members  of  the  family.  Good  co-operation  is  reported 
from  mothers  who  are  usually  anxious  that  such  conditions 
should  be  cleared  up. 

Treatment  of  Scabies. 

Unfortunately  the  facilities  for  treatment  of  adults  at  the 
First  Aid  Post  at  Norton  had  to  be  given  up  during  the  year 
and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  arrange  for  an  alternative 
cleansing  station.  All  school  children  found  to  be  affected  are 
treated  at  the  school  clinic  and  other  members  of  the  family 
are  advised  as  to  suitable  treatment,  this  being  provided  at 
the  school  clinic  where  necessary.  In  difficult  cases  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  the  treatment  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Isolation  Flospital.  When  the  Woodlands  Health  Centre  is 
available  excellent  facilities  will  be  provided  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  condition. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  number  of  births  notihed  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  1945  was  1317 — 1269  live  births  and  48  still  births.  In 
addition  170  births  were  notified  as  occurring"  in  the  Borough 
to  women  resident  outside.  Most  of  these  births  occurred  in 
private  nursing  homes.

The  1,116  infants  under  one  year  of  age  who  attended  the 
Centres  during  the  year,  represent  88%  of  the  live  births 
notified,  a  similar  figure  to  that  recorded  for  the  year  1944. 

Toddlers^  Clinics. — ^Unfortunately  it  was  found  impossible 
to  carry  on  these  clinics  during'  the  year  owing  to  shortage 
of  medical  staff. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics  . — ^Two  sessions  are  held  weekly 
at  this  clinic.  During  the  year,  79  Primary  and  1,363  Repeat 
attendances  were  made,  a  total  of  1,442. 

Ante  Natal  Centres. — Two  Ante  Natal  Centres  are  pro¬ 
vided  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Child  Welfare  Centre,  131  Norton  Road,  held  each 

Thursdav  afternoon. 

(2)  Robson  Maternity  Home,  held  weekly  on  Tuesdays  and 

Fridays  alternately. 

730  women  attended  these  centres  during  the  year,  mak¬ 
ing  1,384  attendances.

The  number  of  women  attending  the  Ante  Natal  Centres 
represent  74%  of  the  total  births  attended  by  Midwives.  It 
is  assumed  that  in  those  eases  where  a  doctor  had  been 
booked  to  attend  the  confinement,  he  would  l)e  responsible 
for  the  Ante-Natal  care  of  his  patient. 

Expectant  mothers  found  to  be  in  need  of  Dental  Treat¬ 
ment  are  referred  to  the  School  Dentists  under  an  agreement 
with  the  Committee  for  Education.  When  necessary,  cases 
are  referred  to  the  Stockton  and  Thornaby  klospital  for  X 
Ray.  Several  cases  ^vere  referred  to  their  own  doctor  for 
treatment. 

Home  Visiting. — Five  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by 
the  Corporation  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work. 
;\lthoug'h  almost  50%  of  their  time  is  taken  up  in  attendances 
at  Centres,  11,444  home  visits  were  paid  during  the  year,  com-

SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES. 

At  the  end  of  1945  there  were  18  midwives  practising  in 
the  Borough.  This  figure  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

During  the  year  1945,  these  midwives  attended  1,281 
cases — 533  in  institutions  and  748  in  the  patients’  own  houses. 
983  cases  were  attended  by  Midwives  without  a  doctor,  and  in 
298  cases,  the  Midwife  acted  as  Maternity  Nurse.  The  Mid¬ 
wife  found  it  necessary  to  call  in  a  doctor  under  the  rules 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  on  284  occasions  during  the 
year.  This  is  28.8%  of  the  cases  for  which  they  were  re¬ 
sponsible. 
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Municipal  Midwives. — The  ten  Municipal  Midwives 
attended  614  cases  during  the  year — 497  as  Midwives  and  117 
as  Maternity  Nurses. 

This  is  an  average  of  61  cases  per  Midwife,  compared 
'with  72,  the  average  for  the  last  six  months  of  1944,  when 
a  corresponding  number  of  Midwives  were  employed.  This 
drop  in  the  average  number  of  cases  attended,  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fall  in  the  total  births  notihed  during  1945,  when 
compared  with  1944. 

One  Municipal  Midwife  is  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and 
Air  Analg'esia  on  the  district  and  suitable  equipment  has  been 
provided  for  her  use.  Attempts  were  made  during  the  year 
to  arrange  for  other  Midwives  to  receive  the  necessary  train¬ 
ing,  but  unfortunately,  every  available  hospital  where  training' 
could  be  obtained  had  so  many  applications  that  it  is  not 
likely  that  any  of  our  Midwives  will  be  able  to  take  the 
necessary  training  for  some  time.  A  scheme  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  the  Robson  Mat¬ 
ernity  Home  to  be  recognised  for  the  training*  of  midwives  in 
this  procedure. 


ROBSON  MATERNITY  HOME. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Robson  Maternity  Home  was 
increased  in  1945,  from  15  to  21  beds. 

The  extensions  consisted  of  one  two-bedded  and  one  four- 
bedded  ward,  with  duty  room,  sluice  room,  W.C.,  etc.,  and  a 
babys’  bath  room  on  the  first  floor,  two  nurses  bedrooms, 
bathroom  and  a  W.C.  and  a  store  room  on  the  ground  floor. 
Alterations  were  also  made  to  the  building  to  provide  better 
accommiodation  for  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic, 

These  extensions  were  not  in  use  for  a  sufiicient  length  of 
time  during  1945,  to  influence  the  number  of  admissions,  in 
fact  the  work  reduced  the  number  of  available  beds  for  some 
time. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  1945  was  437  com¬ 
pared  with  448  during  1944.  The  average  duration  of  stay  in 
the  home  was  again  increased  to  12.7  days. 

Of  the  cases  admitted  to  the  Home,  397  were  attended  by 
the  Midwives  and  40  by  doctors.  Medical  aid  was  called  by 
the  Staff  on  71  occasions. 

There  were  13  still-births,  and  six  infants  died  within  ten 
days  of  birth,  prematurity  being  the  main  cause.  There  were 
no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Home  during  the  year,  nor  were 
there  any  cases  of  Opthalmia  Neonatorum,  Pemphigus 
Neonatorum,  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


69  infants  died  in  the  Borenigdi  during-  1945,  before  reach¬ 
ing  the  age  of  one  year.  Of  these  34  died  at  ages  under  one 
month,  25  of  them  being  under  one  week.  Of  the  25  infants 
who  failed  to  survive  one  week,  11  were  i)remature  Idrths. 
In  the  age  group  1-12  months,  the  principal  causes  of  death 
were  Pneumonia  11,  Convulsions  10  and  Gastro-Enteritis  8. 
There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year  from  Diphtheria, 
Measles  or  Tuberculosis. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  year  1945  was  53  per 
1000  live  births,  compared  with  67,  the  rate  for  1944,  and  with 
46  and  54,  the  rates  f(jr  England  and  Wales  and  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  respectively,  for  1945. 

The  neo-natal  death-rate  was  25.93,  compared  with  28.13, 
the  rate  for  1944. 

A  table  showing  the  causes  of  death  is  given  in  the 
appendix  to  this  report. 

MATERNAL  xMORTALITY. 

There  were  four  Maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  all 
from  causes  other  than  Sepsis.  All  the  deaths  occurred  in 
Institutions. 

The  maternal  death  rate  for  the  year  was  2.94  compared 
with  1.28  for  the  year  1944  and  with  1.79  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales. 

CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

In  Stockton,  the  care  of  illegitimate  children  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  Officers  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  Durham  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association.  This 
Association  is  doing  excellent  work  in  the  town. 

The  joint  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  hostel  for  mothers 
and  babies  by  the  Durham  County  Council  and  Welfare 
Authorities  in  the  County,  has  made  little  progress  during 
the  vear. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Brettargh  Holt 
Maternity  Home,  nr.  Kendal,  under  which  the  Corporation 
will  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  girls  from  the 
Borough  who  are  admitted. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

All  premature  infants  under  4  lbs.  are  admitted  to  the 
Robson  Maternity  Home  where  three  cots  are  available  and 
the  infants  may  be  kept  for  two  or  three  months.  Two 
special  cots  are  available  for  midwives  for  use  on  the  district. 
All  cases  are  followed-up  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Good 
ambulance  facilities  are  available. 
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During  the  year  1945,  41  premature  infants  were  notified, 
23  of  these  were  born  at  home  and  18  in  hospital.  Of  those 
born  at  home,  13  were  nursed  entirely  at  home.  Three  of 
the  41  infants  died  during  the  first  24  hours,  but  32  survived 
at  the  end  of  one  month.  A  pleasing  feature  of  the  statistics 
for  1945  is  that  the  number  of  deaths  registered  as  being  due 
to  premature  birth  fell  from  32  in  1944  to  16. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  the  setting-  up  of  a 
Hostel  for  Sick  Children  as  soon  as  the  Lome  Terrace  Day 
Nursery  can  be  freed  from  its  present  use  and  this  will  pro¬ 
vide  special  facilities  for  the  care  of  premature  children. 

WAR  TIME  NURSERIES. 

The  four  wartime  nurseries  provided  in  the  Borough, 
with  accommodation  for  212  day  and  20  night  children,  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  well  used  during  the  year.

Unfortunately  it  has  not  been  possible  to  develop  this 
service  owing  to  the  lack  of  suitable  workers. 

DENTAL  AND  SURGICAL  TREATMENT 
FOR  PRE-SCHOOL  CHILDREl^. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  all  pre-school  children 
found  to  require  dental  treatment  to  be  referred  to  the  School 
Dentists. 

Children  sufifering  from  ear,  nose  and  throat,  or  eye  con¬ 
ditions,  are  referred  to  the  appropriate  Specialist  employed 
by  the  School  Medical  Service  and  arrangements  are  made 
with  the  Stockton  and  Thornaby  Hospital  for  any  necessary 
operations.  Spectacles  are  prescribed  and  supplied  where 
required.  Orthoptic  treatment  for  cases  of  squint  is  also 
provided. 

All  these  facilities  are  now  provided  free  of  cost  to  the 
parents  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 


In  1937  a  County  Association  for  the  Care  of  Cripples  was 
formed  in  the  County  of  Durham  for  the  purpose  of  the 
organization  of  a  scheme  for  the  ascertainment,  treatment, 
education,  training,  employment  and  general  welfare  of  per¬ 
sons  suffering  from  crippling  defects  in  the  County  of 
Durham.  This  scheme,  which  provided  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  orthopaedic  hospital  of  100  beds  and  for  ortho¬ 
paedic  clinics  at  convenient  centres  throughout  the  area,  is 
still  in  abeyance.  It  is  probable  that  in  view  of  the  re-organ- 
ization  of  hospital  and  medical  services  contemplated  in  the 
near  future,  no  further  action  will  be  taken  in  this  matter 
by  a  voluntary  body. 

Orthopaedic  treatment  is  available  at  the  Stockton  and 
Thornaby  Hospital  and  much  g'ood  work  is  being  carried  out 
there. 


INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  five  Health  Visitors  have  all  been  appointed  as  Child 
Protection  Visitors.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only 
six  children  in  the  Borough  boarded  out  with  foster-mothers 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  conditions  in  each 
case  were  satisfactory. 

Registered  Daily  Guardians  Scheme. — During  the  war 
years  there  was  a  Ministry  of  Labour  scheme  for  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  “child  minders”  (older  women  who  were  willing 
to  care  for  the  children  of  the  younger  women  who  were  on 
war  work).  These  women  were  registered  by  the  Health 
Department  after  inquiry  by  a  Health  Visitor,  and  the 
“minder”  was  subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  the 
extent  of  4/-  per  week  per  child.  This  scheme  was  very 
popular  in  the  Borough  but  from  a  child  care  point  of  view 
it  could  not  be  reg'arded  as  satisfactory  and  it  has  now  been 
<liscontinued. 

Adoption  of  Children. — No  notices  were  received  during 
the  year  under  Section  7  (3)  of  the  Adoption  of  Children 
(Regulation)  Act,  1939.  Many  children  were  adopted  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  and  in  all  cases  the  Health  Visitors 
kept  the  child  under  supervision  in  the  course  of  their  routine 
home  visiting.  Most  of  these  adoptions  were  made  through 
the  local  Moral  Welfare  Association,  which  is  registered  as 
an  adoption  society.  Inquiries  are  made  by  the  Health 
Visitors  in  every  case  in  which  the  Moral  Welfare  Society 
is  interested,  before  the  child  is  placed.  Similar  inquiries  in 
respect  to  prospective  adopters  in  the  Borough  are  also  made 
for  the  National  Adoption  Society. 
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HOSTEL  FOR  EVACUATED  OLD  PERSONS. 


The  Hostel  set  up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  continued 
during  the  year  and  medical  supervision  w^as  exercised  from 
the  Health  Department. 


TOWN  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

This  service  comprises  three  ambulances  and  a  personnel 
consisting  of  a  Superintendent,  seven  male  drivers  and  three 
female  telephonists.  The  area  covered  by  the  service  con¬ 
sists  of  the  Boroughs  of  Stockton  and  Thornaby  and  the 
outlying  rural  areas  which  are  served  by  the  Stockton  and 
Thornaby  Hospital.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Although  it  was  not  possible  during  1945,  to  repeat  the 
Health  Week  which  was  organised  in  1943,  health  education 
has  proceeded  as  an  intrinsic  part  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.  Numerous  lectures  were  given  to  various 
organisations  in  the  town  and  the  Health  Visitors,  School 
Nurses,  and  Midwives  did  much  valuable  work  in  the  course 
of  their  routine  duties.  Health  education  in  schools  has  yet 
to  be  put  on  a  hrm  basis  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  1946 
the  approved  syllabus  worked  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
Head  Teachers,  will  be  put  into  operation. 

Posters  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  have 
been  regularly  exhibited  and  leaflets  distributed  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres.
